Destructive Winds Sweep 


Upward Trend Noted in 
Preceding Months Con- 
tinues at Accelerated Rate 
in August and September. 


IMPROVEMENT BEST 
IN RECENT YEARS 


Crop Prospects and Higher 
Prices for Farm Products 
Have Stimulating Effect, . 
Bank Says. 


Industry and commerce in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve’ District 
during August and the first half 
of September continued at an ac- 
celerated rate the upward trend 
noted in the preceding’ several 
months, according to the monthly 
report of the Federal Reserve Bank 
ot St. Louis, issuec today. 

Expected seasonal improvement 
began earlier and was more _ pro- 
‘nousgced in busines as a whole than 
had been the case in any recent 
year, the report stated. Both mer- 
chants and the public made pur- 
chases more freely and with greater 
confidence, with the buying embrac- 
ing a broader variety and higher 
grade of goods. : 

In rural areas favorable crop 
prospects and.higher prices for 
farm products had a stimulating 
effect on trade, the report said, 
while in cities the improvement in 
industrial and other business activ- 
ities reacted favorably on distribu- 
tion of merchandise. 

August Sales Lower. 

August sales uf wholesaling and 
jobbing lines were slightly lower 
than sales in August, 1934, but 
substantially larger than the total 
for July this year. The report said 
the August wholesale volun.e was 
augmented by reordering of season- 
al goods by retailers who had un- 
derestimated requirements. In per- 
centages, combined sales of whole- 
saling and jobbing interests were 
8 of 1 per cent less than sales in 
August last year but 11.5 per cent 
above the total for the preceding 
month. 

The volume of retail trade in Au- 
gust, as measured by the dollar 
value of department store sales in 
the district’s principal cities, was 
larger by 1.4 per cent than that in 
August, 1934, and by 16.2 per cent 
than that in July this year. 

Dollar value of permits issued for 
new construction in the five largest 
cities in August was 41 and 126 per 
cent greater, respectively, than the 
value in the preceding month and 
in August, 1934. Construction con- 
tracts let in the entire district dur- 
ing August were 21.7 per cent larger 
than the total in the preceding 
month and 46.5 per cent above the 
total for August last year. For the 
first eight months, however, the 
cumu lative total was 8.6 per cent 
less than that for the corresponding 
period in 1934. 


Advance in Freight Traffic. 

Railroad freight traffic was 
slightly greater than that during 
August, 1934, and showed a larger 
than seasonal increase over the vol- 
ume in July, 1935. The showing was 
particularly favorable in miscel- 
laneous freight, ore and forest prod- 
ucts classifications. Movement of 
livestock, however, continued in 
measurably smaller volume than in 
the comparative months a year and 
two years earlier.

ders. 

Electrical Supplies—A 
decline of 6.6 per cent from July 
was about average. The total was |

August, 1934, however, following a/| 
géneral precedent of each preced- 
ing month since last January. | 

Flour—With mill operations at} 
about 50 per cent of capacity, pro- 
duction at the 12 leading mills to- 
taled 174,991 barrels against 172,- 
581 in July and 248,471 in August, 
1934. 

Furniture—-Expansion in new 
home building was an important 
factor in steadily increasing sales | 
During every month this year since 
January the volume has exceeded 
that of the like period last year. 
The increases were 45.8 per cent | 
over sales in July and 27.5 per cent | 
over sales in August, 1934. 

Groceries—Demand in rural areas 
was more active than at any sim- 
ilar period since the depression be 
gan. Total sales were 7.1 per cent

Hardware—Demand for builders’ 
supplies was greater than in any 
August during the past several 
years.

Johnson. “It has been well said,” 
Ickes stated. “that, if this dam 
should bear the name of any living 
person, then it should be christened 
Johnson Dam. 

“I may say, however, that Senator 
Johnson shares the belief that this 
great engineering achievement 
‘should not carry the name of any 
‘living man, but, on the contrary, 
‘should be baptized with a designa- 
| tion as bold and characteristic and 
|imagination-stirring as the dam it- 
self. Well may he regard Boulder 
'Dam as the greatest achievement in 
his productive life as a statesman.”

Speaking on the relationship of 
the administrator and hospital gov- 
erning bodies, Dr. MacLean said 
the administrator frequently had to 
be a diplomat in order to operate 
his institution despite the hard- 
ships resulting from “meddling or 
indifferent” trustees.

TALY is the bounteous mother of all 
| Latin cooking and her range of viands 

is doubtless greater than that of any 
other country. She has held her classic 
place at the head of the table ever since 
Lucullan days, when the Solons supped 
on nightingales’ tongues and emperors 
rewarded chefs with whole cities for the 
invention of a single dish. 


Those were the days when the soft 
roe of sea lampreys brought their weight 
in silver and red mullet fetched fifty 
dollars a pound. Roman gastronomes 
dubbed this fine, pink-flesnhed fish the 
“woodcock of the sea” and thought noth- 
ing of paying two or three hundred ‘dol- 
lars for a fat specimen of the rare “sea- 
bird.” 


It was prepared at the table, boiled 
alive in a big glass bowl for the guests’ 
delight and, as its pink flesh turned 
white in cooking, poets were wont to im- 
mortalize it in toothsome cantos. 


The mullet’s liver and tail were the 
choicest parts, reserved for emperors 
and served up in style, dressed with sea- 
urchin and chicken-liver sauce. Today 
mullet is more often fried in batter than 
boiled alive at the table, but this sea 
woodcock has lost none of its ancient 
popularity. Alfredo’s in Rome is the 
place to eat it in its perfection. 


Broccoli, with which we became ac- 
quainted only in this century, was popu- 
lar in Caesar’s Gaul. The Romans were 
great salad eaters, too, for the name of 
their chief city was given to a lettuce, 
Romaine, which is popular even today. 


The French cuisine grew directly eut 
of the Italian, and very late in eooking 
history. And beef-eating London; with 
its Turk’s head and Ye Olde Cocke tav- 
erns, gave the palm as well to the original 
Roman ristorante.

Luncheon starts with antipasto, the 
appetizers usually including salami and 
a curl of well-aged ham, anchovies al- 
ways, sometimes wrapped around cap- 
ers, tunai pickled cepes, artichoke hearts, 
olives both black and green, radishes, 
fennel, peppers green and red. What- 
ever the hors d’oeuvre, each dish is 
drenched with the delicate emerald green 
olive oil of Lucca. 

Even raw vegetables, such as celery 
and fennel, are dipped in oil, salt and 
pepper, greatly to improve their relish. 
Antipasto opens the appetite for the 
paste, often filled with meat, as ravioli 
or timbales, and almost sure to be sea- 
soned with garlic and tomato. The 
Italian tomato, pomodoro, is the size of 
a pigeon-egg, meatier than our love ap- 
ple, stronger and sharper in essence, It 
is pounded to a pulp and sold in immense 
shiny cans. 

Baked pastes, macaroni, tagliarini, etc., 
are also flavored chiefly with tomato, 
but spaghetti sometimes appears alla
